Wherever, 
on the contrary, the Roman Empire made 
equal citizens of the people of its captured 
provinces, there the people beztame recon- 
ciled, and were proud to be called Roman cit- 
izens. Such was the boast of the Great Apos- 
tle of the Gentiles. It was because captured 
Cilicia, in which he was born, was honored 
by the Roman government, and Tarsus was 
made a seat of science, literature and thearts. 
Contrast this conduct of the Pagan world 
with these Christian Radicals of the nine- 
teenth century.
